The inquiries made by reporters for leading 
papers and the commercial agencies are gen- 
erally responded to with statements that the 
business situation exhibits a great improve- 
ment from the lassitude of ‘a few weeks since.

The silver monometallists have misrepre- 
sented the case before the country all the way 
through. They claim falsely to be in favor of 
“bimetallism ” when they know well that what 
they “demand” would be fatal to the circula- 
tion of a single gold coin, They falsely claim 
that the advocates of sound money want to 
effect a radical change from present condi- 
tions to a single gold standard when they know 


that the Nation is now working on that single’ 


gold standard, and has been except during the 
greenback war period, for 100 years. and that 
it is they who demand the change to another 
and debased standard. 

They falsely allege that to guarantee the in- 
tegrity of our currency at its present stand- 
ard would be to further depreciate prices of 
commodities because of the change, when 
they know well that such depreciation would 
not occur because no change in the cur- 
rency standard would be made. They falsely 
allege that the repeal of the purchasing clause 
in the Sherman law would send out of circula- 
tion all the legal tender silver dollars, reduc- 


- mg the volume of our currency by one half, 
‘ when they cannot point to a single advocate 


of honest money who proposes to drive out 
any existing silver money, or to haveanything 
done that will prevent the silver dollars now 
in existence from passing for a full dollar 
each. On the contrary, they are well aware 
that one of the principal objects sought to be 
arcomplished by the repealers is the uphold- 
ing of the purchasing power of every one of

MILTON HAY OF SPRINGFIELD, 
Milton Hay was one of those few men who, 
while acknowledged by all te be well quali- 
fied to occupy any office, care for none. 
Those positions which he did consent to fill 
were accepted by him from a sense of duty 


and not from love for office, He became a 


member of the Constitutional Cor vention of 
1870 because Sangamon County wished to 
send its best and strongest man there. _And 
there was no member of that body who ren- 
dered more valuable serviee than hedid, He 
was notone of the talkative members of the 
convention. His work was done in committee 
and not on the floor, and ‘to hie legal ability 
and ripe judgment are due many of the most 
excellent features of thé organic law of the 
State. He had lived in. Illinois for nearly 
forty years. He knew thoroughly its people 
and their needs. He was familiar with the 
blunders, financial and otherwise,.that [li- 
noisans had committed in the.Constitutson of 
1848. He knew the defects of that Constitu- 
tion, for he had seen its bad workings for over 
twenty years, and he used all his energies 
successfully to eliminate them. 

He went to the Legislature from Sangamon 
County in 1874, for his services were there 
needed. When his term expired his public 


life ended, though he remained what he had 


been for years, the cautious and wise adviser 
of the Republican party, which would have 
fared better on some occasions had it heeded 
his suggestions. For, while averse to office, 
he took a keen interest in politica, as was in- 


cretly codperating with persons who are 
known for their antipathy to those who fought 
for the Nation during the war of the rebellion.

If as the 
result of the investigation it shall eventuate 
that the old soldiers have stated the case cor- 
rectly then it will be in order to find out who 
these spies are, who has egged them on to 
such dirty work, and under whose orders these 
alleged government agents are acting. If it 
be true, what the pensioners state, the whole 
country will ring with denunciations of such 
underhanded work. Let us have the factsand 
all the facts in the case. 


LIME THE MAIN CAUSE OF OLD AGING. 
Dr. C. W. De Lacy Evans, Surgeon to St. 


_Savior’s Hospital, London, has attacked the 


question of old age from anew point of 
vantage. He takes up the fact recognized by 
others that in old age the body differs ma.- 
terially from youth in avtions, sensibility, 
function, and composition. The active, fluid, 
sensitive, and elastic body of youth gradually 
gives place to induration, ossification, rigid- 
ity, and decrepitude, which terminates in 
natural death. The most marked feature in 
old age is that a fibrous, gelatinous, and 
earthy deposit bas taken place in the system, 
the latter being chiefly composed of phos- 
phate and carbonate of lime, with small quan- 
tities of sulphate of lime, magnesia, and 


_ traces of other earths. But the effect has 


been mistaken for the cause by those physiol- 
ogists and medical philosophers who teach 
that the ossification or gradual accumulation 
of earthy salts in the system, which charac- 
terizes natural death, is the result of old age. 
For if old age, which is really the number of 
years a person has lived, be the cause of the 
ossification that accompanies it, then, if like 


causes produce like effects, all persons of 


the game age should be found in the same 
state of ossification, which we know is not the 
case. It ig common to see individuals of about 
50 years old as aged and decrepit ag others at 
60 or 70. 

But there is no doubt as to the fact. The 
amount of earthy compounds in the bones, 
which averages two-thirds of the whole at the 
prime of life, gradually increases from birth to 
old age. Asa part of the same process gradual 
ossification goes on in the joints which con- 
nect the bones, in the muscularand tendonous 
tissues that moves them; and fills up the 
arteries and veins through which the: blood 
circulates in the animal system, With the ex- 
ception of the cerebellum, or animal brain, 
every part of the encephalon diminishes in 
size in old age, and the convolutions of the 
brain become less distinct and prominent. 
The most important change of all is in the 
blood vessels supplying the brain. In old age 
the arteries become thickened and lessened in 
caliber from fibrinous, gelatinous, and earthy 
deposits. This is more easily detected in the 
larger vessels, and may be seen with the 
naked eye in the arteries in advanced 
life; but all of them, even to most 
minute subdivisions, undergo the same 
graduaichange. The smalier arteries become 
at last more or less. completely converted 
into smooth, bony tubes, and the capillaries 
are equally subject to degeneration. Hence 
the supply of blood to the brain becomes less 
and less and its functions are impaired, giving 


_place to loss of memory, confusion of ideas, 


inability te follow a long current of thought, 
oblivion of the past, carelessness of moment- 
ary impregsions, softening of the brain, and 
the imbeeility which is characteristic of ex- 
treme age. With this the energies of the 
ganglial system decline, digestion, circula- 
tion, and the secretory functions are les- 
sened; the ganglia diminish in size, become 
firmer, and of a deeper hue. Hence diminu- 
tion of the intellectual powers and lessened 
activity and strength in the organs of loccmo- 
tion. The accompanying tendencies to dif- 
ferent kinds of disease will be understood 
easily by those who havea fair knowledge of 
buman physiology. 

This gradual process of ossification is not 
due to any inflammatory action. -The limy 
matter is deposited from the blood. During 
life the body is continually changing. It 
wastes by the action of oxygen and is renewed

THE IMMENSE NAVIES OF EUROPE, 


British Ships Compared with Continental 
Fleets. 

London Standard; A return issued by the 
Admirality recently, on the motion of Lord 
George Hamilton, gives the number of “ sea- 
going warships in commission, in reserve. 
and building, and the naval expenditure, rev- 
enue, tonnage of mercantile marine, and 
value of seaborne commerce of various coun- 
tries for the year 1893.”’ 

It shows the English warships in commis- 
sion to be 24 battleships, 3° coast-defense 
ships, 60 cruisers, and 74 other ships not tor- 
pedo boats, together 161; we have also in re- 
serve 10 battleships, 14 coast-defense ships, 
46 cruisers, and 44 other ships not torpedo 
boats; and, in addition, we have building and 
completing for‘sea 9 battleships, 19 cruisers, 
and 22 other ships. Total, 325. . 

France is represented.as having in commis- 
sion 19 battleships, 5 coast-defense ships, 23 
cruisers, and 50 other ships not torpedo 
boats, while she has in reserve 5 battleships, 
3 coast-defense ships, 20 cruisers, and 62 
other ships, and building and completing for 
sea 8 battleships, 2 coast-defense ships, 19 
cruisers, and 5 o ships, Total, 221. 

Germany, which is the next naval power, 
has in commission 11 battleships, 14 cruis- 
ers,and 19 other ships; in reserve,.3 battle- 
ships, 6 coast-defense ships, 17 cruisers, and 
5 other ships, besides 7 battleships. 8 cruis- 
ers, und 1 other ship building and completing 
for sea. Total, 86. It appears from this 
classification in point of numbers England 
possesses 325 warships, as compared with 
307 belonging to France and Germany com- 
bined, and t English colonies have also 
20 warships of their own. 

Engiand has 50 warships building, while 
France and Germany together have only 45. 
Russia has altogether 120 warships, mostly 
small ones, and Italy has 98. The aggregate 
naval expenditure of England is given as 
£18,480,916, while that of France is put at 
£10,694,860; of Germany, £4,795,570: of 
Russia, £5,040,189; and of Italy, £4,2165,. 
636, so thatthe present naval expenditure of 
England is nearly equal to that of France, 
Germany, and Russia combined,

One of the most remarkable and perhaps 
the least explicable facts. connected with this 
family of reptiles is the’ alleged inclosure of 
frogs and toads in solid rock and in the heart 
of trees, where they are supposed to have ex- 
isted for unknown centuries, deprived of all 
access to food or air, and yet live when ex- 
tricated.

From the center desk to the 
book stacks, in a tunnel, is stretched an end- 
less chain, with metal-baskets attached. It is 
noiseless and automatic in action.| Each tray 
has its station in the book stack, and unloads 
its freight of books at that potmt.| Returning 
to the reading-room it empties its contents 
and stolidly travels back for more.

It is a science which concerns itself with the
